UNISHMENT swift and crushing, has fallen upon the reac- 
tionary forces who put through an amendment to cripple 


the Bank of North Dakota, and thus to injure the Nonpartisar. 
League. 


Fourteen private banks, owned in most instances by enemies 


of the Nonpartisan League, failed and closed their doors within 
three weeks after the law was amended so that communities 
hostile to the League could withdraw their public funds from 
the Bank of North Dakota. 


Under the law as originally drafted by the League all taxes 


collected for country, school and municipal purposes were re- 
quired to be deposited in the Bank of North Dakota. Under 
this system the Bank had accumulated a reserve fund which 
varied from $12.000.000 to 835,000,000. 


This public money was in turn distributed by the central 


public bank a~:onjr !he various other banking institutions of the 
Stalt\ the taluk ol .No'-ih DakotJi exercising a control within the 
State comparable with that of the Federal Reserve System 
within ihy nation. 


Of this system the beneficiaries were the common people 


of the Sl:ite—chiefly fanners—whose credit needs were met by 
shifting the reserve funds about as the different districts had 
pressing need of them.

west of the M; Souri River.

Voice Of The People 


This ?jea.r of 1920 brought the long-delayed good crop. War- 


time price's for farm products were falling, but there was still 
a chanc.j that the trans-Missouri farmers would be able to mar- 
ket their produce, pay their debts and make a fresh start. 


,'Jhat prospect was completely shattered when the price for 


fanh products dropped to a figure far below the cost of planting 
and harvesting. Railroad freight rates jumped up about the 
same time to the exorbitant Cummins-Esch level, cutting fur- 
ther into the farmer's revenue. 


Farmers refused to sell their crops ait the ruinous figure, 


and local banks were unable to collect their accumulated loans. 
The Bank of North Dakota could have shifted its reserve de- 
posits to the threatened private banks and thus saved the situ- 
ation, but for one thing. 
»,, Enemies of the Nonpartisan League had initiated a meas- 
nre to amend the banking law and strike at the Bank of 
North Dakota by allowing hostile local communities to withdraw 
their public funds. At the election of November 2 that amend- 
ment was adopted. 


Immediately the Bank of North Dakota was threatened with 


the withdrawal of an unknowable proportion of its reserve. It 
did not dare distribute from that reserve the cash which would 
enable local private banks to renew their credits to the farmers. 
The farmers refused to sell at a loss. The small banks could 
neither collect their loans nor borrow afresh from the Bank of 
North Dakota. They could only put up the shutters and go out 
of business. 


Fourteen ruined banks, their depositors and their surround- 


ing communities have received a stinging lesson in the value of 
the Bank of North Dakota. What the League speakers could 
not fully persuade them of they have been taught by the enem- 
ies of the League. 


Duplication of work by the gov- 


ernment departments cost the peo- 
ple $860,000.000 
during 1019, ac- 


cording to Franklin 
L. Roosevelt. 


Mr. Roosevelt also claims that con- 
gress has been un-willing for polit- 
ical reasons to reorganise the de-

To the E-ditor of The Capital Times: 


It has Ions beer, one of our hob- 


bies that there should be enacted a 


.'national law requiring every able- 
, bodied man and woman at a suitable 
age to give one year's' service to the 
country in some bind of 
physical' 


work under strict discipline and the 
best possible 
sanitary 
conditions. 


There should be regular hours for 
work, for 
eating-, lor 
gymnastics 


and for rest, and all rules should be 
strictly enforced. For say one hour 
each day these 
men and 
women 


should receive suitable instruction 
to increase their efficiency and hap- 
piness in the battle of life before 
them. 


This industrial 
army should be 


furnished with food, clothing, shel- 
ter and working 
implements, but 


receive only nominal pay, say not 
to exceed 50 cents per day. The 
physical, 
intellectual 
and 
moral 


benefits gained in this service would 
be of fax greater value than any 
compensation in money. 


Nor would there be any objection 


to requiring1 the men to drill a few 
hours a week and so learn to under-

There is plenty ol public work to 


be done for both the men and the 
wamien. 
We 
iraay mention road- 


building, 
tree-planting, 
irrigation 


and swajmp draining for men; nurs- 
iiig, cooking, gardening, fruit-rais- 
ing, dairying and.many other occu- 
pations stand ready for -women. ' 


In order to make this service ab- 


solutely democratic and' to prevent 
rich men's sons and daughters from 
being favored by snap jobs, as too 
frequently happened in our late war, 
we would have this army managed 
and superintended entirely by men 
and women outside of the regular 
service. 
This would put the sons 


and daughters of the rich and poor 
or. the sarnie level in the work to be 
done. 


It would seem that between 20 


and 25 years would be tine right age 
for such service, allowing the man 
or woman the choice of the year, 
sn as to interfere as little as pos- 
sible with their own private plans 
m school or out of school. 


This army of workers would from 


year to year aid immensely in the 
development of the country's natur- 
al resources and thus increase the 
wealth of the nation. "She service 


should help wonderfully in making: 
us as a nation and as individuals 
more healthy, more 
efficient and 


democratic and peaceloving. 


While this program, if adopted, 


would add annually vast amounts to 
the wealth and efficiency both of 
the nation and of the individual, the 
military -service is, as all must see, 
a tremendous drain on both. 


Miiiitary service means instruction 


and training for the killing of our 
fellow-men and wholesale destruc- 
tion of property. The program we 
arc advocating means the lengthen- 
ing of human life, an increase of 
happiness and the conservation and 
production of national wealth. 


Who can calculate the millions 


that would be added to the assets 
ol' the United States every year by 
this army of workers? .And who 
is able'to estimate the gain in per- 
sonal health, vigor and efficiency of 
the otherwise 
idle 
individuals so 


employed? 
The devil would in fact 


be driven out from, his workshop of 
the idle, who now 
look only for 


amusements to kill time. 


Where is the nobl-e-minded young 


American who would not cheerfully 
give one year's service to- this 
"sweet land of liberty" in order to 
make it stall more sweet?
